Kuchen. 

Take one gtaut of milk, one cupful 
of butter nnd Inrd mixed and scald. 
When cool ndd two cupfuls of sugar, 
two cupfuls salt, one yeast cake and 
about 11 cupfuls of flour. Be sure 
and not have the dough too stiff. Raise 
over night. In the imirnlng roll out 
one-half Inch thick nnd lay on rows 
of apples. Sprinkle with sugar and 
cinnamon and raise a little while. 
Bake till the apples are tender. 

ChMMUaon Kuchen.— Roll the same 
as for above. Then take three com- 
mon crackers rolled fine nnd the 
same nmntint Of sugar with a little cin- 
namon and mix together. Spread lit- 
tle bits of butter on the cakes and 
then cover with the mixture of crack- 
ers and sugar. 

Kuchen fitaf — Cut one-fourth cup- 
ful raisins fine nnd add to some of 
the dough and raise and bake the 
same as bread. 

Fruit Salad. 

Take any fruits in season, and pare 
and cut them Into neat pieces. 
Bananas, pineapple and pears make a 
good combination, and orange quar- 
ters may be added too, with the seeds 
and thin, tough skin covering the quar- 
ters removed. Put all the fruit Into a 
deep bowl, the pineapple on top. Sprin- 
kle sugar thickly on top, and add lemon 
Juice and water In the proportion of 
one part of lemon Ju'ce to four parts 
of water. Add enough liquid barely 
to cover the fruit. Let the whole 
stand for some hours, then stir up 
from the bottom and serve with

The live stock experts of 
Clemson college advise, however, that 
Jt la absolutely necessary that oats bo 
clean* and entirely free from mold to 
order to obtain beat results in feed- 
ing to colts. -Musty" oats are dan- 
gerous to colts. 

A fair allowance of oats for ootta 
after weaning la as follows. 

Up to one year of age, from 2 to 3 
pounds dally. 

From one to three years. 7 to 8 
pounds dally. 

The best way to food oats Is In the 
whole grain, the expense "f crushing 
not being Justified unless colts suffer 
In teething, In which case it Is advis- 
able to feed steamed crushed oats, 
which are very nourishing and appe- 
tizing. It Is always wise to feed 
plenty of roughage to growing COfta, 
Feeding coiieen trilled feeds in excess 
Is discouraged, ns It .Is important 
that the digestive tract be developed 
by distending it during the trowing 
period. 1'ngulnly. Inrge-bnrreled colts 
may annoy the feeder, but this con- 
dition always disappears with ma- 
turity. 

Proper feeding of colts should al- 
ways be accompanied by plenty of 
outdoor exercise for the young ani- 
mal. In no way can a colt be ruined 
so easily and surely us by liberal feed- 
ing with luck of exercise. Hose con- 
finement and the raising of good colts 
do not go together.

FODDER IS NOT SUFFICIENT 

Cannot Be Depended Upon Alone to 
Carry Stock Through Winter to 
Best Advantage. 

Cood shock fishier Is good roughage 
to curry stock cuttle In winter, but 
ulone it is uot sufficient. If you have 
some thrifty s-hotes to follow the cattle, 
feed broken ear corn. This pays bet- 
ter than to grind the feed snd use corn 
and cob moul. Experiments at the Illi- 
nois station show that broken ear corn 
la practically as good as corn and cob 
meal from the standpoint of beef pro- 
l ductlon, while hogs following cattle 
thus fed, make three to four times as 
much gain as those following cattle 
getting corn and cob meal. 

It will pay to use a little purchased 
feed such as cottonseed meal, even at 
relatively high prices. Don't depend 
on corn fodder and corn alone to carry 
your stock cattle to best advantage.

of the place on which Jefferson Dav- 
is was born, June 3rd, 1806. It is 
known as the Jefferson Davis Park, 
and is in Fairview, Christian and Todd 
counties, Kentucky. It has been 
carefully cleared and enclosed with a 
handsome stone wall. It awaits only 
the construction of the avenues and a 
memorial to him for whom it is 
called. Jefferson Davis, the first and 

(only President of the Confederacy, 
ranks as one of the historic characters 
of the world, and is by millions re- 
Igarded as one of the really great man 
of America. He was a Kentuckianand 
his native state will naturally feel a 
pride in the story of his courage, his 
patriotism, his intellectual attainments 
and his noble dignity under cruel hu- 
miliation, and indefensible persecu- 
tion. 

The design of the memorial is that 
of an Egyptian obelisk.

It is the most 
superb and imposing of all the monu- 
ments in the South, and it must not 
be forgotten that the South has built 
more monuments to its heroes, living 
and dead, than were built to any 
c tuse, civil, religious or political, in 
the world's his.ory. 

The superb structure will make 
Kentucky famous for hundreds of 
years to come and will cause millions 
of people to visit the state in the cent- 
uries to follow. It will outrank all 
other Kentucky monuments. 

General George W. Littleheld, of 
Texas, and General Julian S. Carr, of 
North Carolina, have rendered the 
success of this enterprise possible by 
donations, General Littleheld making 
the largest contribution ever made by 
any citizen of the South to. such a 
purpose. 

We deem ourselves fortunate to 
have been chosen the leaders in this 
great enterprise, and we ask the 
hearty co-operation and generous aid 
of all Kentuckians in this work which 
ought forcibly to appeal to the pride 
of every man and woman in the state.

Curbing Ravages of Aphis. 

Announcement has been made by 
the rnifed States bureau of entomol- 
ogy that gnat success has attended 
the efforts to combat the spinach 
aphis which seriously uttacked the 
truck crops <a* Virginia year after 
year. This has been accomplished by 
the Introduction of the spotted Indv 
bird, which Is said to have proved 
very effective In keeping down the 
nphls. The first efforts in this direc- 
tion were unsuccessful, owing to the 
fact that there has been extensive re- 
moval of trees and underbrush, and 
this left no accommodations for the 
hibernation of the lady birds, which 
perished during the winter. This has 
now been taken care of and the rav- 
ages of the aphis greatly decreased. 

Insects Spread Plant Disease. 

The Pennsylvania department of for- 
estry has been making exhaustive In- 
vestigations with a view to finding 
out the means of the dissemination of 
spores of blight fungus which are the 
causes of numerous tree dlseaaee. 
There Is evidence that Insects are 
principally responsible for the spread 
of spores, although many of them are, 
of course, carried by the wind. The 
results of these Investigations suggest 
also that the spread of other plant 
diseases Is directly traceable to the 
action of ln«<*cts.

It Is not a very nnustial thing to be 
given a taste of a girl's mother's wed- 
ding cake at ttm " -'Ming of the girl 
heraelf— which Is the same thing as 
saying that It Is not very nnuanal to 
taste of fruit cake that has kept well 
for 26 or 25 years. 

Of conrae, fruit l nke to keep well 
mast be very rich — that la. It must 
contain much fruit. And siirh cake 
really Improves with age. It can be 
eaten before It attains the ripe old 
age of twentf-flve years, hot it Is far 
better a month after baking than the 
day after. 

Mere Is a recipe for rich fruit cake: 
Pream. half a pound of butter und half 
a ponnd of brown sugnr until rich and 
light. Then add live egg*, beaten 
without separating, until creamy. Then 
add hnlf a teacupful each of molasses 
.and brandy and two and one-half cup- 
fuls of pastry flour. Then add a pound 
each of seeded rnlslns nnd currnnts 
and a holf a pound of thinly sliced 
• Itron, which have all been mixed with 
half a cupful of flour. This makes 
three cupfuls of flour In all that are 
used. Then mix In a teasp<»onful each 
of nutmeg, mace and cloves, and ftnnlly 
add holf a tenspoonful of sodn din 
solved In warm wnter. Pour Into two 
bread pans and bake very slowly, for 
■ couple of hours, until well .lone. 

Wrap the enkea In wnxe.l poper 
when they ore bnked and pack In o 
tightly closed metal box. A tin poll 
with o tight cover is good. A cloth may 
be wrapped outside of the paper, but 
the paper should be next to the cake.

This re- 
sults in creating o current of worm air 
throughout the room ; nnd instead of 
the hent of the room being confined to 
the immediate neighborhood of the 
radiator, it is distributed to the fur- 
thermost corners of the room. Why 
not try it?
